Then as we rode our iourney on, and (fill ſawe them dzaw niere, 

J pꝛayd 5 Memory would then, make plavne their names apperre: 
That pꝛincely childe ſaide ſhe, that king, that vong N arciſſus faire, 
Whoſc valiaunt hart ſhowes him no leſſe, then wozthp Henries heixe. 
That ſame is poung loſias tried, the ſixth Edward quoth ſhe, 

That found Gods boke in bꝛokt᷑ walles, and made it pꝛeachte to bee, 
The ſame is he which read himſelfe, Cods boke with loftie ſound, 
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T he trauailed Pilgrime 
Helchias this king did eſterme, as high Pꝛieſt of his lande, 
By whome all Arguments of truth, ſhould be with power ſcande, 
This wozthic Pꝛieſt loued Zaphan well, the Scribe ap:zoude in wit: 
Which two did alwayes with the king, in regall counſell tt, 
By whoſe great wyt and pollicie, and by this kings conſent, 
All falſe Jdolatrie, was quite out of his Region rent, 
Che hill Alters and groues in wodes, and Pꝛieſtes of Baall ech one, 
Were ſone bꝛoke downe.,x they caſt out, from p2efence of his thzone. 
The lyuing God lchouah, he did wozſhip and obape, 
All ſuperſtition that ode vp, he ſone conuayde awaye, 
Che boke of Deutronomy pure, he openly did reede : 
And ſo commaunded as his lande, in truth foz to pꝛocerde. 
In fine as earſt his genitoꝛ, king Henry had begon, 
By him the Komiſhe rable was quite ranſackt and vndon, 
As noble Sire by noble minde, had layde foundation ſure: 
So he that butlding finiſhed, his raigne foz to endure. 
The Pope he cleerely baniſhed, and named as ſupꝛeme head, 
He vtterlp defted the Baſſe, and all his Bulles of lead. 
He bꝛake downe all Balles Images, and Pilgrimages vane, 
All Trentals, Diriges, ſhꝛittes and rites, of Rome he did diſmapne, 
Be toke the llyng of truth in hande, and ſtone of zeale that flent, 
And gaue the Pope Goliah ſure, a wounde and deadly dent: 
He thꝛewe his pardons out the doꝛe, his power he full defied, 
And caſt his care on Jeſus Chzilt, that Lambe which fo: him died. 
Then this done he when Antich2ift had lot his title cleane, 
His honoꝛ and his power vſurpe, which was not wozth a beane, 
By counſaple of that Z aphan wie, this king ereaed right, 
By Helchias the Pꝛieſtes aduiſe, in Antichꝛiſtes diſpight. 
Hew lawes and inſtitution, within his realme and lande, 
And purged the Engliſhe Church ther with, of Poperp out of hande: 
He thꝛe w the Alters downe with ſoꝛce, which made vs like the Jewes, 
And ſet vp Tables by and by, ag Ch iſt himſelte did vie. 
The bakes of God he made be read, I meane Chꝛiſtes Teſtament, 
Quoth ſhe which Antichꝛiſt the Pope had bid long time and rent: 
And made them playne in mother longue, trandated fo! to be, 
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The trauailed Pilgrime 


He rulde his lande ſeuen peres quod ſhe, in ſuch aduiſed wiſe, 

As Fame therefo:c doth ſounde his pꝛayſe, euen to the ſtarrie ſkics; 
But whether rydes he now quoth J, and all thole Wightcs ſo bꝛaue, 

To age deſert with ſpeede quoth ſhoe, as Naturcs courſe doth craue. 
But range thy hoꝛſe ſayde Memory, ſtande ffill be not afraydc, 

Fo: ere he come at Age byhalfe, his tourney ſhall be ſtapde: 

With that comes one euill fauozed wight, all deckte in ſtraunge arap, 

And crept among his ſtur die wightes, as they rode on their wap, 
Saft him quoth Memory to me: I lr him well quoth J, 

Thou ſhalt ſee moꝛe of his vnhap, quoth ſhe, euen by and by: 

The ſame is he which ſure will wozke, the fall cf that ſame King ; 

And him befoze the time of age, bnto deſtruction bzing. 
Infortunate, that is his name, a wight moſt ficrce and fell,

And then J ſawe befaze this king Dame Fortune ſhyning clære,

Which couered all hir face and bzeft, it was ſo thick and lang: 

Pe thought hir ſelfe ſo did behaue, as one that ment him wzong, 
Ft ſhe hir balde and heareleſſe head, turnde towarde him behinde, 
This repꝛeſents ſayde VN emory, that thing which he ſhall finde: 
Foz: though he haue bene foztunate, hir foꝛehcad to beholde: 

Pet ſpeedily ſhe will turne back, of this thou mapſt be bolde. 
No pouth ne bewtie map pꝛeuaple, no honoꝛ fame no? pꝛaiſe, 

No welth noz dignitie be ſure, that Thanatos aſſaics, 
As ſhe the woꝛds hane vttred ſoꝛth, came Hope that heauenly Dame: 

And gan to comfo2t by his hart, deſeruing ivell the ſame. 

High Enterpꝛiſe was at his hande, a noble L oꝛde and ſtoute, 

With that Dame Memory bade me, ta leaue loking aboute, 
And caſt thine eve vpon the king, is ange lite that rode:
